Circulars bearing the recall petition were 
distributed broadcast, Pickert alleges, and 
the signatures of signers affixed, after 
which the affidavits were attached in 
batches, contrary to law. It is also con- 
tended that the men solicitors are non- 
voters of the community, which is also 
contrary to law. 


The writ of prohibition granted by 
Judge Graham prevents Zemansky from 
certifying recall lists to the election Com- 
mission. If the temporary injunction is 
sustained Zemansky will then take evi- 
dence on the alleged frauds. Such action 
would mear the collapse of the recall, it 
is alleged. 
The recallers filed an original petition 


July 21, in 232 sections, containing 15,214 
names. 
More than 4000 affidavits were 


thrown out by the registrar as faulty. 
A supplemental petition 
was filed on 


August 21 with 5105 names additional of 
which 1933 were again thrown out. This 
leaves 13,370 names at the present time.

prices

charged at such coast points as Los 
Angeles.

fix different prices in each locality. 
Price fixing for interior points Is to 
follow Immediately upon the perfect- 
ing of an euultable and efficient sys- 
tem for coast cities and towns.

duced, not only in the larger centers 
of population along the sea coast but 
also in all Interior parts of the State. 


TO DETERMINE PRICE.

vail on the special fish-eating <3avs 
is to be determined on the size of the 
catch l)j fishermen on the precer.u'g 
dav. Prices will be fixed the ni?ht 
before each semi or trl-weeklv fish 
day and the special, low-priced fi^h 
to be featured among the consumers 
will be of that variety of fish of which 
there is the most. 


Anv reductions In price, savs mar- 


ket director, Weinstock will be more 
than offset by an increased market 
and insofar as possible It will be the 
policy of the market director to bring 
about "big sales and small profits."

"BIG GAME," SAYS MERRITT. 


Merritt, national food commissioner for 


California, characterized the food con- 
servation work a "big game," in which 
the women of the nation were playing 
leading parts. He warned against hoard- 
{Ing food, an action which he said would 


tend to raise prices. Household econo- 
mies, lie declared, had alreadv helped the 
situation. He said: 


"The national food control bill is a 


war emergency measure purely and sim- 
ply. . It goes legally into effect tomorrow, 
and yet days before it Is actually in op- 
eration v/e are seeing the unusual specta- 
cle of the people of a nation already op- 
erating In obedience to its requirements. 
This control is not .ilonc for ourselves as 
a nation, but it is for the aid of the 
pponlo po»n«!fl t^.G V.'dtcr "£ ".veil V.'I'.O Ui'c 
looking- to this country for the solution 
of the problems which it Js now recog- 
nized must end the war. 


"The purpose of the food control bill is 


to cut out speculation in foods and food 
values. It has. no purpose of disturbing 
legitimate business, tut only the regula- 
tion of illegitimate Inflations. 
There is 


at the present time no food shortage in 
the country. The American people have 
plenty to eat arid can continue to have 
plenty to eat. 
Food must not be hoard- 


ed on the thc&i-y that there is gointj to be 
:a 'scarcity, as there is none. 
Hoarding 


food will -cause prices to Jump, because it 
'will tend to produce a shortage. 


REGULATION IS BFtOAD. 


"The regulation of food prices in this 


country is being undertaken 
on

broad basis of American democracy and 
not upon the autocratic restrictive basis 
of German militarism. Wf> are depending 
upon th American people for co-operation, 
aid and assistance.

This action wa« determined upon 
the investigation of commercial need both 
during war and p«ace conditions, by the 
federal shipping board. 
The decision 


means the abandonment of the wooden 
ship program which has been variously 
discussed in official circles %>r weeks. 


The peculiar phaee of the matter is 


that the decision of the federal shipping 
board sustains the attitude of .Colonel 
Goethals whose controversy with former 
chairman William Denman forced both 
by presidential order out of the emer- 
gency fleet corporation. The determina- 
tion to leave the wooden ship program 
out of consideration came after Chairman 
Hurley of the* coirtTr>i«*MoT? V^.cl arrived at 
tiie conclusion that the wooden ship was 
surpassed both for war and peace pur- 
poses by its sister steel ship. 


Xone of the bay yards are at present 


working on wooden ships for federal use. 
It was understood that there might be 
a.possibility of considerable wooden con- 
struction being done and several compa- 
nies were tentatively formed in antici- 
pation of this business. • The decision 
of the government to discontinue this 
program now, -mill work a revision of 
the plans. The building of a steel vessel 
is a different proposition and requires 
special foundry and machine shop equip- 
ment.
